‘Vicious Menace’ 


The present financial system, 
of which Hon. J. L. IIsley, min- 
ister of finance, appears to be a 
champion, is vicious, undemo- 
cratic and a menace to the future 
of the nation, Premier Ernest 
Manning declared in a statement 
released Friday afternoon. 

The statement was issued in re- 


ply to remarks attributed to Mr, 
Ilsley in the House of Commons 
last week-end, when it was said that 
treasury branch operations in Al- 
berta show a loss of 5.3 per cent, 
and that banks cannot be operated 
without costing money. 

“Mr. Ilsley’s assertion that the 
government now exercises effec- 
tive control over monetary policy 
when the banking institutions have 


the power to issue some 90 per cent 


of the nation’s money as they 
please is so ludicrous that he can- 
not expect anybody to treat it 


seriously,’ Mr, Manning said, 

His statement follows 

The Minister of Finance is re- 
ported in the press to have held up 
the treasury branches of Alberta 
in his defence in Parliament of the 
present banking and financial sys- 
tem. He quoted the costs of oper- 
ating the treasury branches specie 
fically to prove that the banks do 
not make excessive profits for their 
shareholders.

Warn of World Conspiracy 
By Big Financial Interests 


Powerful and sinister forces are at work to use the war 
and the situation created by it, for the purpose of imposing 
upon mankind a tyranny so complete, diabolical and hideous 
that it revolts the imagination, Hon. Solon E, Low, leader of 


the Social Credit Association 


of Canada, declared in a mes- 


sage read before some 300 persons meeting at the Masonic 


Hall Thursday night. . 


The meeting had been ar- 
ranged by Edmonton Social 
Credit Constituency Association 
to mark Mr. Low’s elevation to 
leadership of the Social Credit 
party, and it was to have been 
his first public appearance since 
assuming that office. 

Confined to a _ hospital bed 
through illness, the Social Credit 
leader prepared his message which 
was read to the meeting by Mrs. 
Low. Other speakers were Premier 
Ernest Manning; David Ure, Social 
Credit M.L.A. for Red Deer, and 
R. D. Jorgenson, Alberta’s repre- 
sentative on the Social Credit 
Association council, and president 
of the Alberta Social Credit 
League. David Duncan, president, 
Edmonton Social Credit Constitu- 
ency Associatfon, was mecting 
chairman, 

RECALL SACRIFICES 
In his message, Mr. Low said, 
“You will all recall that we were 
assured the war of 1914-1918 was 
fought to make the world safe for 

democracy. You will all recall the 

tremendous sacrifices that were 
made in that struggle to over- 

throw the threat of German mili- 
tarism. 

“It is now a matter of history 
that as a result of that conflict, 
democracy was never in greater 
peril than during the interlude be- 
tween 1918 and the renewal of hos- 
tilities in 1939. Poverty, destitution, 
economic chacs, mass unemploy- 
ment and crime swept through one 
country after another. 

“Actually there is very definite 
evidence that all the chaos, suf- 
fering and dis!ocation which 
marked the years between the 
two wars was the result of delib- 
erate and calculated manipulation 
by a relatively small group of 
men who had gained tremendous 
power through their control of 
finance,” the message continued. 

Mr. Low asked: “How many of 
you know that the financial struc- 
ture of the world, for all practical 
purposes, is controlled by a rela- 
tively small group of men of Ger- 


}man origin? How many of you 
know that the system which these 
men operated, and for that matter 
still operate, is a German product 
| conceived by the Rothschild family 
| for the purpose of world domina- 
tion? 


CARTELS UNCOVERED 

“If any 6f you have read some 
of the evidence brought out by the 
Truman Committee in the United 
States, you will know the tremen- 
dous power wielded by the vast net- 
work of cartels which has been sys- 
tematically buiit up by hidden 
world government. 

“For example, did you know that 
I, G. Farben, the vast German in- 
dustrial concern, was connected by 
cartel agreements with the Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, with the 
DuPont interests, with the Imperial 
Chemical Industry of Great Britain, 
and various other key combines and 
monopolies? 

“Did you know that a portion 
of the profits derived from the 
gasoline supplied to the Royal Air 

Force by the Standard Oil was 
being set aside before Pear! Har- 
bor to the credit of |. G. Farben 
of Germany? Did you know that 
as a result of these cartel ar- 
rangements, Germany entered the 
war with ample supplies of syn- 
thetic rubber, but we on this 
continent were completely unpre- 
pared to meet the situation creat- 
ed by Japan’s seizure of the rub- 
ber producing areas?” 

During the time that the atten- 
tion and energies of the peoples of 
all nations have been concentrated 
on the war effort, the situation cre- 
ated by the war has resulted in in- 
creasing control and regimentation 
being imposed upon the people in- 
ternally. We were assured that 
these were necessary.

CONTROLS TO CONTINUE 
“But now it is being broken to us 


by one spokesman after another 
that the big interests—and in the 
final analysis that means, of course, 
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realize how this government is 
smoothing the way for the com- 
plete enslavement of the Canadian 
people. 

ATTACK ON ILSLEY 

“I cannot believe that Mr, Lsley 
is as ignorant of the true facts as 
his reported statements would in- 
dicate, and therefore I must con- 
clude that he is deliberately at- 
tempting to mislead the uninform- 
ed and to create confusion gener- 
ally in an effort to throw a smoke- 
screen about the frantic efforts of 
international finance to get its 
work done before it is too late. 

Mr. Low closed his message with 
a statement on the objective of 
Social Credit party members. 

He said: First, we seek to trans- 
fer from centralized authority to 
the people as a whole, supreme 
power over the institutions of the 

state. This can be done by en- 
suring that the vast productive 
resources of our country sholl be 
used to produce abundantly, and 
that this abundance shall be dis- 
tributed to the people to give 
them a maximum of personal 
security with the maximum of 
Personal freedom.

It is refreshing to learn that Finance 
Minister J. L. Isley has approved, in the 
House of Commons, the general principle 
of government control of credit. His 
method of announcing this approval, how- 
ever, is somewhat naive. 

First, he declares that government 
machinery for the control of credit already 
exists in The Bank of Canada. In the next 
breath he launches into an argument pur- 
porting to show that the use of credit for 
public purposes through the Bank of Can- 
ada is preposterous. 

In other words, he says that the Cana- 
dian government controls Canadian credit 
through Canada’s own bank. Then he 


continues by arguing that it would be “fool-. 


hardy” to borrow all Canada’s public 
money from this public-owned bank. 

Such inconsistencies do not make the 
contentions of ‘sound money” enthusiasts 
any more credible nor their position any 
more tolerable. a 


Edmonton Refunds 


By the refunding operation put 
through in New York, Edmonton effects 
the sale of a new issue of debentures 
amounting to $9,150,000. The money is to 
be used to retire outstanding debentures 
drawing higher rates of interest. 

The rate on the new issue, it is said, 
will be something between 3 and 34 per 
cent. The exact amount of the saving is 
not immediately known. As rates paid by 
the city are now 4 per cent or more, a 
saving of one per cent is not beyond ex- 
pectation. If the whole proceeds of the 
new issue are used for refunding, a reduc- 
tion of one per cent in interest charges 
would cut down the annual interest bill 
by rather more than $91,000. That sum 
is equivalent to approximately 11% mills 
of the tax-rate on the present assessment. 

Together with the smaller refinancing 
transaction recently completed, something 
like half the outstanding bonds of the city 
are thus readjusted to a lower interest 
basis. This is the answer to the claim that 
it was of no use to talk about refunding 
Edmonton's debt. Since half the debt has 
been overhauled and brought into line with 
the trend toward lower interest rates, 
perhaps the remainder can also be dealt 
with. . 


Make Money Work 


Toward the end of the second week of 
the campaign total Victory Loan sales are 
well over the half-way mark, with Alberta 
in sight of its minimum quota, rural North- 
ern Alberta making a particularly good 
showing. Edmonton and Calgary are the 
laggards among the cities, and each has 
still a good way to go. 

There is no room to doubt that the na- 
tional objective of $1,200,000,000 will be 
reached and passed, nor that Alberta will 
also exceed its nominal allotment. That 
Edmonton and Calgary will reach their 
goals may also be assumed, since they have 
never failed to make good in a loan drive. 

At the half-way mark Mr. Graham 
Towers, chairman of the national commit- 
tee in charge of the campaign, urged in- 
dividuals to increase their purchases, Sales 
under this heading have been running be- 
low the figures in the last flotation, and 
should total $40,000,000 a day to make up 
the shortage. 

This appeal should meet with a full re- 
sponse, for personal as well as patriotic 
reasons, There is no advantage in holding 
money idle, now that the sale value of 
Victory bonds is guaranteed by a down- 
ward pegging of bank interest rates from 
seven per cent to six. Whatever savings 
one has on hand may as well be made to 
earn interest by investing it in the bonds, 
which pay twice the rate allowed on sav- 
ings deposits., The less one has to in- 
vest, the more important that it be set to 
work.

5 Per Cent Farm Loans 


To the west at least, the most im- 
portant change that is being made in the 
banking law under the proposed amend- 
ments is the arrangement by which 
farmers will be able to obtain bank loans 
at a rate not to exceed five per cent simple 
interest per year, These loans will be avail- 
able to farmer-owners, to those who buy 
farms under agreements of sale, and to 
tenant-farmers, 

The banks are to be empowered to fi- 
nance the purchase of farm implements 
and other equipment on the security of the 
machinery or equipment, and to advance 
money for the general improvement of 
farm property on the security of imple- 
ments, livestock and grain, Funds may 
thus be secured for fencing and draining 
land, for buying seed, binder twine and 
other operating needs, 

This is a lower rate of interest than has 
ever prevailed in the west on farm loans, 
Former rates have ranged up to twice the 
figure. The advantages to the farming 
community are obvious, and all other in- 
terests must benefit in consequence, The 
risks of farming will be lessened. The im- 
provement of farms will be encouraged. 
The expansion of production and the im- 
provement of the quality of products will 
be possible on a broader scale. Without en- 
dangering his solvency or having to sacri-

farmer will be able to buy better equip- 
ment, 

The reaction on the conditions of farm 
life can be foreseen, and in proportion as 
farming is made profitable and pleasant, 
business in the cities and towns will pros- 
per. Cheap money has never been obtain- 
able for carrying on and expanding the 
basic industry upon which the whole 
economy of the western provinces depends. 
That it is now to be made available is good 
news for all who have a stake in the 
country. 

Since this arrangement is part of the 
plan for overhauling the Bank Act, the in- 
ference is that it will hold for the next ten 
years at least. Western agriculture is 
facing a brighter prospect for permanent 
prosperity in consequence.

a land supply route clear across China their 
armies in the Burma-Siam-Indo China 
peninsula are in es bad of being cut off. 


General Doolittle has given some par- 
ticulara of the results obtained by his 
Eighth U.S, bomber command during April. 
In that month 24,000 tons of bombs were 
dropped on Nazi targets, while British and 
Canadian planes brought the total up to 
65,000 tons delivered from British bases 
alone. The U.S. planes destroyed 1300 en- 
emy machines in battle and on the ground, 
and concentrated their attention chiefly 
on 28 aircraft factories. Of these they 
completely wrecked 6 and put 15 others 
partially or wholly out of production for a 
time. The luftwaffe is confidently believed 
to have lost more planes—to U.S. fighters 
and bombers alone—than the enemy fac- 
tories turned out.

Close Analysis of Labor 
Situation Is Made by 
Department 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA,—Figures just released 
by the labor department present a 
fuller picture of the changes in 
occupation that have occurred in 
Canada during the war than any 
previous information. Never before 
has so much detailed information 
been available to show what Cana- 
dians are doing, where they are 
working, and the extent to which 
they have transferred from peace- 
time employment to war or war 
service. The war has affected and 
uprooted thousands of people and, 
without the details to remind one 
that each individual would have a 
story of personal experience to tell, 
this is shown in cold statistics. 

As Mr. Mitchell said, in dis- 
cussing labor department estimates, 
more than 57 per cent of the Cana- 
dian population is now engaged in 
military services or gainful occupa- 
tion, Is this full mobilization of 
manpower resources? The employ- 
ment and selective service offices 


throughout Canada reported 2,091,- 
916 jobs became available in 1943, 
and they were able to place 1,944,- 
026 persons. Therefore, 47,890 jobs 
went unfilled. The function of 
selective service is to direct labor 
into essential work, and each per- 
son changing from one job to an- 
other must obtain permission from 
a selective service office. During 
1943, the total number of permits 
to accept employment that were 
issued was 3,135,247, indicating that 
many jobs were filled without em- 
ployers applying to the employment 
offices. In controlling the move- 
ment of labor, selective service 
seeks to direct it into the employ- 
ment regarded as having the high- 
est priority in claim on manpower 
available.

The adult population of Canada 
has grown by about 500,000 persons 
since 1939. The armed forces and 
war industry have, of course, ex- 
erted the greatest demand for man- 
power. To fill their needs, civilian 
production has lost about 140,000 
workers, and agriculture about 330,- 
000 men. A tabulation placed in the 
record by Mr. Mitchell shows these

number ‘of workers employed in 
civilian industry has recently risen. 
On September 30, 1943, Mr. 
Mitchell's figures showed, the em- 
ployment in civilian industry was 
1,755,000 persons, compared with 
1,834,000 on December 1. Thus in 
two months of October an Novem- 
ber last year, 79,000 persons moved 
back into civilian Industry, and the 
difference between the situation in 
August, 1939 and September, 1943, 
in civil,employment was a loss of 
219,000 persons. 

The loss of student population 
during the war has amounted to 
159,000 persons. This represents a 
serious national loss, since the long 
range effects will reduce the num- 
ber of professional and technically 
trathed persons available in Canada 
for several years to come. In times 
like these, the attraction of going to 
work or enlisting inevitably causes 
many students to abandon their 
formal education. Coupled with 
this has been the policy of can- 
celling draft deferments of students 
who fail to achieve satisfactory 
Standard in college examinations.

Since the problem of rehabilitat- 
ing and placing men (and women) 
who finish their military service 
for various reasons has been stead- 
ily increasing, the manpower fig- 
ures show that agriculture, school- 
ing and civilian industry offer the 
best immediate openings. Against 
a total of 1,974,00 wage and salary 
workers in industry in August, 
1939, there were 2,938,000 in war 
and civilian industry combined in 
December, 1943. The fate of 964,000 
wage earners, therefore, depends 
upon the conversion of war in- 
dustry to peacetime production, 

The figures disclose that the 
group of persons who do not 
classify as wage earners, but rather 
operate their own business by their 
own efforts, has suffered substan- 
tially in the war. This group num- 
bered 490,000 in 1939 and has been 
reduced by 75,000. This represents 
in part the “little fellow” in busi- 
ness and industry, and his rehabili- 
tation will obviously create a spe- 
clal problem after the war,

Repatriate of Internment 
° 
Camp Tells Experience 
As Prisoner

When I was holidaying recently 
in Victoria, it was my good for- 
tune to become acquainted with a 
woman who had spent 15 months in 
a Nazi internment camp and re- 
cently repatriated. 

This gay dowager, who for 20 
years before the war made annual 
Visits to this continent because she 
preferred to live nine months of 
the year in Paris, compared her 
recent arrival with those of the past 
when she had five bags and a trunk. 
On this trip she had a small bag 
and an overnight case and a scarf 
wound around her head. 

She said her first morning ashore 
was spent catching up on the war 
news. At Vittel, the internment 
camp from which she came, she re- 


ports the German guards are de-} 


spondent feeling their world will 
collapse when France is invaded 
this spring, the time the Germans 
have selected for the Allied push. 

Her two suitcases represented 
everything that she had been able 
to salvage from her Paris home. 
These had been sent on to her at 
the prison camp by friends in Paris 
against the day when she might be 
released. Clothes, she states, have 
only one value in an internment 
camp—utility. 

The Gestapo came for her one 
morning in the early dawn, permit- 
ting her a half hour in which to 
pack one small bag, all she could 
take with her, Into it she put the 
warmest things she had and quickly 
swallowed a fresh raw egg that she 
managed to have on hand—for even 
then food in Paris was difficult to 
get. 


Camp Routine 

The American women were hous- 
ed at the Central Hotel, a comfort- 
able building intended for summer 
use only. In each room the Ger- 
mans had put a small wood-burning 


stove which served for heating and} 


for the small cooking the women 
were able to do for themselves, Out 
of the empty tin cans in their Red 
Cross boxes, some of the English- 
men in a hotel also within the com- 
pound, made tea kettles and other 
utensils for cooking. 

A section of the city’s park and 
eight or ten hotels were within the 
internment camp's bounds, as well 
as a church and the house of the 
German commandant. This area, 
heavily enclosed with barbed wire 
and constantly guarded, was the 
world for those women for 15 
months, 

Time, however, did not hang 
heavy because there was much to 
do, this repatriate states. There was 
a strict camp routine to be followed, 
One meal each day was provided 
by the Germans and prepared under 
the supervision of a French cook 
and two assistants. Some of the in- 
ternees assisted in cleaning and 
paring vegetables and keeping the 
rooms clean, others did the laundry, 
being paid the equivalent of about 
10 cents an hour for their work, 

Two days each week everyone 
called at the Casino for their bread, 
a dark brown loaf, which was doled 
out to each internee, Then there 
was wood and coal to be carried to 
the stove in one’s room. Once a 


| 


month a visit to the hospital was 
made to be weighed and checked. 
On another day each month, bed 
linens were distributed, two clean 
sheets for every four weeks. 


Necessities Scarce 


Department heads were selected 
from the internees to supervise de- 
portment in the dining rooms; main- 
tenance of the rooms, etc. These 
women were given single rooms and 
other small privileges, this repa- 
triate, who was one of them, re- 
ports, 

Visitors from outside were admit- 
ted once a month, and the internee 
saw them for an hour in a building 
especilaly assigned to the purpose 
where conversation took place un- 
der guard. About every two months, 
they were taken for short walks to 
a neighboring village, and these 
were gala days, not only for the 
internees but for the little shops in 
the village, for on these occasions 
the internees eagerly bought small 
extras 

The all-absorbing problem was 
always food. Everything but the 
one meal a day and the ersatz cof- 
fee in the morning had to come out 
of the Red Cross boxes and through 
purchases at the camp canteen run 
by the Germans where there were 
no ceiling prices.

A typical week's menu provided 
by the Germans was: Monday, 
cereal (barley or oatmeal) served 
without milk or sugar, these to be 
provided out of the internee’s sup- 
plies. Tuesday, a small portion of 
cheese, and a quarter pound of 
butter. Wednesday, one cup of 
Sugar and a cup of mixed vegetable 
stew. Thursday, one tablespoon of 
jam and vegetable soup or perhaps 
a vegetable salad, depending upon 
the season of the year. Friday, a 
small piece of boiled beef, about 90 
grams, and a vegetable. Saturday, 
soup, Sunday, a small piece of the 
German equivalent of roast beef, 
vegetable and another tablespoon of 
jam. 

When I asked, “Did you lose 
weight?” her reply was, “A lot 
more than when I paid $50 for a 
reducing course.” 

The internees provide much of 


their own entertainment. There 
are concerts, lectures, plays — 
classes in painting, languages and 
music, Once a week there are 
movies. 

Internees selected for repatria- 


tion leave the camp in a sealed 
railroad car under guard and are 
taken to Lisbon for embarkation, 
No visits to former homes are per- 
mitted, no good-byes to friends or 
families,

Royal Canadian Navy last night 
issued a list of 202 officers and 
ratings, reported missing after 
the Canadian destroyer Atha- 
baskan was sunk during a naval 
clash last Saturday in the English 
Channel. 

A previous list, issued Tuesday 
night, gave the names of 46 officers 
and men known to have survived 
after the Athabaskan, accompanied 
by a sister tribal destroyer, the 
Haida, clashed with German naval 
units, 


FIFTEEN OFFICERS 


Last night's list included 15 
officers, 185 Canadian ratings and 
two Royal Navy ratings. 

German broadcasts have claimed 
that 85 men from the Athabaskan 
were taken prisoner. There was no 
indication in last night's official 
list of how many of the 202 men 
might be prisoners; all were listed 
as “missing”.

OTTAWA, May 5.—(CP) —Of a 
total of 25,017 war veterans placed 
on the land under terms of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act of 1919, 
4,130 have completed payment and 
received title of their lands while 
1,003 settlers liquidated their assets, 
it was disclosed in a return by 
Resources Minister Crerar for A. 
W. Neill (Ind.-Comox Alberni), 
Mr. Crerar also said 13,731 veterans 
still occupied their holdings but 
had not completed payments.

The expansion and strength of 
Canadian democracy after the 
war will be determined by its at- 
titude toward the Jews and other 
national minorities, Joseph Gersh- 
man, Toronto, national Jewish or- 
ganizer for the Labor-Progress- 
ive party, and writer for the Can- 
adian Jewish Weekly, said Friday 
on his arrival in Edmonton, 


Here to fulfill a speaking engage- 
ment at the Talmud Torah Hall, 
Sunday, Mr. Gershman emphasized 
that the Jewish problem could not 
be solved by Jews themselves but 
that it was a problem for all the de- 
mocracies, 

He said that one-third of the Jews 
of the world have been extermin- 
ated by brutal Nazi methods in oc- 
cupied countries and that the Jew- 
ish people expect the United Nat- 
ions to make sure that such a 
tragedy will never be repeated. 


TOPIC OF ADDRESS 

Mr. Gershman, whose address 
here will deal with “The Decisions 
of Teheran and the Future of the 
Jewish People,” said that the de- 
cisions of the Teheran conference, 
if fulfilled, will mean that anti- 
Semitism and racial discrimination 
will have no place in any demo- 
cracy. 

“It will mean that Jews in each 
and every country will live a free 
life as devoted citizens of these re- 
spective countries,” he said. 

He pointed out that the decisions 
of the Teheran conference pro- 
vided that all freedom-loving 
peoples who are contributing to 
victory in this war will be en- 
titled to freedom and security after 
the war. 

Since there can be no question 
of the contribution Jewish com- 
munities in the United States, Can- 
ada, Great Britain, Palestine and 
Russia are making to the war effort 
and for victory, he said, they are 
entitled to live in a world as pre- 
scribed by the Teheran declaration 
and signed by the great leaders of 
the world.

Your Baby 
| And Mine 


| By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


Every mother should feel a con- 
stant desire to know the reasons 
for disturbing behavior. She may 
do whatever is necessary to 
soothe a crying baby, but even the 
soothing practices should not be- 
come chronic, for that would indi- 
cate that the causes of the crying 
| were allowed to continue. 
| The following letter may uncover 
| an unusual situation, | hope it does. 

It would seem otherwise, that there 

Was exireme carelessness on the 
| part of someone. 

A Worried Mother writes, “Won't 
you please discuss the use of seda- 
tives for babies in your column. 
These young mothers who follow 
their soldier-husbands around are 
giving their babies sedatives to get 
them to go to sleep, That is, when 
the baby cries hard. They argue that 
it is better to do this than to let 
them cry hard.” 

Certainly this must be a personal 
observation and not a general one. 
All mothers with soldier-husbands 
can't be guilty of such callousness, 
so we mustn't put them all in that 
class, But, even if only a few of 
them are using such practices to 
put their babies to sleep, it is 
highly disturbing. The real point is: 


What is making the babies cry 
hard? 
Well-fed babies are placid. 


Babies who have consistent sleep- 
ing habits, go to sleep without 
fussing. If it means that parents 
are taking their babies out at 
night, when they feel like it, and 
then doping them to sleep on 
nights they stay at home, that is 
to be blind to all the factors which 
build up good sleeping habits. 

Another important aspect of this 
is, where do the mothers get the 
sedatives? Some doctor must have 
advised them and furnished the 
prescription for them. This might 
well have been for some specific 
situation in which the baby really 
needed a sedative. 

A sick baby; a baby in pain; a 
baby who became so nervous it 
| could not retain food; a baby whose 
habits had become so awry that 
only by foreing good habits could 
these be re-established; those could 
well be legitimate reasons for a 
sedative, 

But no doctor would order them 
for a crying baby and mask the con- 
ditions which were resulting in} 
such behavior, The mothers in such 
case, are mis-using the sedatives by 
ignoring the underlying cause of 
the behavior and treating the be- 
| havior alone. That is serious.

BUENOS AIRES, May 5—"Quints | 
mystery.” | 

When that headline appeared in| 
the Buenos Aires Herald with my 
story describing my interview with 
the first quints born in Argentina— 
| now eight months old-—even war 
news was relegated temporarily ta 
second place. 

The “mystery” was not dispelled 
until, three weeks later, a_ well 
known obstetrician reported after 
careful investigation that he be- 
lieved there was no reason to 
doubt the authenticity of the birth 
of quintuplets—three girls and two 
boys—to Senora Franco G. Dili- 
genti.. 

The Italian parents live in a 
modern house in a stylish suburb 
of Buenos Aires. They also have 
three other children, Myra, three, 
seven-year-old Ana Maria, who was | 
one of triplets, two of whom died 
at an early age, and 14-year-old 
Armando, pupil of an American 
school in Buenos Aires. 

Here's how I got the story: 

Following up a rumor ‘hat quints 
existed in Buenos Aires ‘and had 
been on view almost every day in 
their garden for several months, I 
managed in good movie reporter 
style to locate them. 

GUARD AT THE GATE 

Gaining entrance to the quints’ 
home, however, presented another 
difficulty, The tall gate of the 
green-shuttered house was locked 
and a suspicious majordomo re- 
fused to let me through. Finally, an 
attractive dark-haired woman of 
about 35, who I later discovered to 
be the quints’ mother, came to see 
me and after assuring her I had 
an important message to deliver 
from mutual friends which I could 
not possibly communicate in the 
street, she allowed me to enter. 

I was taken into the garage of the 
home, which had been converted 
into a dining room because, as the} 
mother explained, the quints re- 
quired so much space. 

In the simply-furnished dining 
room, I confessed I was a news- 
paper woman who had come to see 
the quints, The mother became vis- 
ibly nervous and refused my offer 
to take some photographs. Finally,| 
after a woman-to-woman talk, I was 
allowed to see the babies. 

Senora Diligenti afterwards show- 
ed me photographs recently taken 
of the babies by a Buenos Aires 
photographer who, she said, had 
been instructed not to give them 
to anyone. She finally agreed to let 
me have one photograph if | prom- 
ised ont to reveal her name and 
address, to which T consented. 

But at that moment, the father, a 
middle-aged man, arrived and, 
amazed at finding a member of the 
press firmly refused to supply any 
information. Subsequently, he re- 
vealed the name of the mid-wife 
as Senora Delfino. 


GETS BIGGER HOUSE 

“In two months time,” the father 
said, “I will niove to a larger house 
with a big garden and all those 
interested in Jooking at the quints 
will be welcome.” 

T took another look at the infants, 


who are named Carlos, Maria 
Esther, Maria Fernanda, Maria 
Christina and Franco. 

Maria Fernanda, who js the 


plumpest of them all, almost died 
after birth. Her brother, Carlos 
also was very weak and both babies 
were kept in incubators for two 
months.

tered banks create the moncy or 
credit they lend. This means that 
the treasury branches cannot in- 
crease the volume of money or 
credit in existence, It means also 
that whereas the banks obtain re- 
venue from practically the entire 
amount of their deposit liabilities 
which are merely the result of the 
loans they make or their purchases 
of securities with the money they 
create—the treasury branches de- 
rive revenue from only the pro- 
portion of the deposits they lend. 


SO-CALLED LOSS 

(b) The so-called “loss” of the 
Alberta treasury branches repre- 
sents the cost of these services to 
the people of Alberta after the in- 
dividuals using them have each 
contributed a fair payment for the 
services they receive. For the bal- 
ance of the cost borne out of 
public revenue taxpayers not using 
the treasury branches, are receiv- 
ing more efficient service at re- 
duced charges from.the banks than 
they were getting before those in- 
stitutions had to meet the com- 
petition of the treasury branches. 

(c) Normally, a bank, with all 
the advantages it enjoys, would

expect a branch to operate at a 
loss for a period of seven or eight 


years. The Alberta treasury 
branches have been in operation 
for less than six years, and the 


entire province-wide network of 
branches and agencies had to be 
built up from scratch. Despite this 
fact the treasury branch services 
are already nearing the point 
where their earnings at reduced 
rates to the public will cover the 
entire cost of their administration 
and maintenance. 


REAL ISSUE 

However, the real issue is not 
whether the banks make excessive 
profits for their shareholders or 
not. Mr. Ilsley knows perfectly 
well that the threefold 
which Social Crediters have taken 


a stand for more than the past 10 


years in Canada is: 

First—The sovereign power 
control monetary policy, and 
through this all economic activity, 
which is exercised by the private 
banking corporations through their 
power to issue and withdraw 
money, in the form of financial 
credit, in a manner which places 
the nation in perpetual pawn to 
them and their satellite financial 
institutions. This is a sovereign 
power which, in a democracy, 
should be under the effective con- 
trol of the people themselves 
through Parliament. 


IS DEFECTIVE 


Second—The operation by the 
banks of a financial system which 
is inherently defective in that it re- 
sults in a chronic insufficiency of 
purchasing power in the hands of 
the consuming public with conse- 
quent trade stagnation, economic 
insecurity, mass unemployment, 
social unrest and international fric- 
tion—leading to recurring wars and 
revolutions. 

Third—The degradation, on the 
one hand, of democratic govern- 
ments in having to go cap-in-hand 
and place the nation in perpetual 
pawn to the private financial cor- 
porations in order to finance public 
services; and, on the other hand, 
of the constitutionally sovereign 
people in having to submit to the 
dictates of a minority group under 
a system of wage slavery which 
forces them, under the threat of 
destitution, to accept the standard 


of living and working conditions | 


imposed upon them. 

Those are the features which 
stamp our present financial sys- 
tem, of which Mr. Ilsley appears 
to be such a staunch champion, as 
vicious, undemocratic and a men- 
ace to the future of our nation. 
Moreover, Mr. Ilsley’s assertion 
that the government now exer- 
cises effective control over mone- 
tary policy when the private 
banking institutions have the 
power to issue some 90% of the 
nation’s money as they please is 
so ludricrous that he cannot ex- 
pect anybody to treat it seriously. 
The minister of finance cannot 

side-step these issues either by put- 
ting up straw men for the purpose 
of knocking them down or by any 
questionable argument such as he 
advances when he attempts to show 
that if the Bank of Canada created 
the money for financing govern- 
ment expenditure, it would impov- 
erish the banks by leaving them 
without any revenue with which to 
pay interest on their deposit liabili- 
ties. He argued further that it was 
much fairer to the banks for the 
government to borrow from them 
and tax the people to pay the in- 
terest. 

What Mr. Ilsley failed to men- 
tion was that by adopting the 
latter procedure, the nation not 
only has to pay the banking con- 
cerns interest on the debt, but 
they owe them the principal. As 
under this arrangement the na- 
tion can obtain new money only 
by incurring new debts to the 
banks, it remains in pawn to those 
institutions in perpetuity. 

The following simple action by 
Parliament would soon reveal 
whether the banks are in danger of 
being impoverished. Banks should 
be required to surrender all hid- 
den reserves as at Dec. 31, last to 
the federal government. This would

While figures in this loan have 
twice before been above the Fifth 
Loan, the gain was not held, and 
yesterday morning, when salesmen 
started their 10th day of canvass- 
ing the loan was down approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 from what it was 

six months ago. 

The total on the same day of the 
last loan was approximately $703,- 
000,000 while yesterday's sales com- 
pared with a total of $59,840,100 on 
the same day six months ago. 

Of yesterday's total, $32,752,§ 
came from the individual purchas- 
ers. This brought their purchases 
for the first ten days of the loan to 
$292,635,750. 
LARGE BUYERS 

Larger buyers bought $40,363,050 
in bonds yesterday, highlighted by 
a $17,500,000 purchase by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. This raised 
the total of large purchases to 
$422,349,000, or 54.2 per cent. of what 
was raised in the last loan. 

The latest list of large purchas- 
ers included Monarch Life Assur- 
ance Co., Winnipeg, $1,000,000; 
Sovereign Life Assurance Co, of 
Canada, Winnipeg, $750,000; Lake

Canada Reduces 
Import Duty on 


Watch Movements 
OTTAWA, May 5—(CP)—Duty on 
Swiss watch movements imported 
into Canada has been reduced and 
the 10-per cent war exchange tax 
eliminated, it was announced yes- 
terday in the publication of an 
order-in-council in Canadian war 
orders and regulations. 

In autborizing the reduction of 
the intermediate tariff on watch 
movements from 15 to 74% per cent, 
the order said Canada’s chief source 
of supply was Switzerland and that 
recent price advances had resulted 
in a substantial increase in prices, 

Reduction of the duty would 
materially assist in maintaining the 
revenue from the 25-per cent lux- 
ury tax on retail sales which was 
a far greater source of revenue than 
the duty.

COST-OF-LIVING 
AGAIN HIGHER 
AT APRIL 1ST 


OTTAWA, May 5—(CP)—The 
Dominion bureau of statistics re- 
ported yesterday its official cost- 
of-living index, calculated on the 
basis that 1935-39 equals 100, ad- 
vanced from 119.05 March 1 to 
119.1 at April 1 for a wartime in- 
crease of 18,2 per cent. 

Fluctuations of the index are 
not reflected in wages as cost-of- 
living bonus have been merged 
with basic wage rates, though the 
price and wage control program 
will be reviewed if the index in- 
creases more than three per cent 
and remains at that level for two 
consecutive months. 

Seasonal price increases for 
vegetables and oranges were 
mainly responsible for a rise in 
the food index from 131.1 to 131.5, 
despite minor declines for eggs, 
lard and meats.
